HONG KONG, Feb. 21.— The informa- 


tion that has come here from the is- 
land of Formosa since the sudden de- 
parture on the 18th inst of the British 
cruiser . Mercury, upon the receipt of 
information that the notorious robbers 
knowiras "Black Flags" were commit- 
ting outrages and the British residents 
were in need of urgent help, has been 
meager, but what has been received 
shows the situation is as serious as the- 
first dispatches indicated.

have arrived Wednesday that the dis- 
turbances on the island are increas- 
ing and have become so bad that the 
merchants are alarmed and are leav- 
ing.It is also reported here that an ex- 
plosion which recently occurred in the 
magazine of the forts of Takao, a 
treaty port on the southwestern coast 
of the island, and was at first under- 
stood to be of a comparatively trivial 
character, was terrible, in its results. 
It is now said that the explosion killed 
2,000_ Chinese soldiers attached to the 
forts and wounded many others. A 
squadron of Japanese war ships is pa- 
troling the island.

FRED DOUGLASS. 


Remarkable Death of a Remark- 


able Man. 


The Noted Colored Leader Dies of 


Heart Failure at His Home. 


H« Was Explaining the Work of the Wom- 
en'! Conference—From a Slave Dong- 


la*g Roie to Positions of Honor In . . ;

dropped dead-in the hallway of his 
residence on Anacostia Heights Wed- 
nesday evening at 7 o'clock. He had 
been in: the highest spirits, and, ap- 
parently, in the best of health, despite 
his 78 years,^vhen death overtook him, 


Wednesday morning he'-was driven 


to Washington, accompanied by his 
wife. She left him at the congression- 
al • library," and he continued to Mez- 
erott hall, wjiere he attended the ses- 
sions of the Women's.council in the 
forenoon and afternoon, returning1 to 
his residence between 5 and-6 o'clock. 


After dining- he had a chat in-the 


nallway with his wife about the doings 
of the council. He grew very enthusi- 
astic in his explanation of one of the 
events of the; day,~when he fell upon 
his knees, with hands clasped. 


Mrs. Douglass, thinking this was 


part of his description, was not alarmed, 
but as she looked he sank lower and 
lower, and .finally lay stretched upon 
the floor breathing his last. Realizing 
he was ill, she raised his head and then 
understood that he was dying. 


She was alone in the house and 


rushed to the front door and cried for 
help. Some men who were,near by 
quickly responded, and attempted to 
restore the dying man. One of them 
called Dr. J. Stewart Harrison, and 
while he was injecting a restorative 
into the patient's arm Mr. Douglass 
passed away, seemingly without pain. 


Mr. Douglass had lived for some time 


at Cedar Hill with his wife and one 
servant. 
He has two sons and a 


daughter, the children of his first wife, 
living here. ' They are 
Louis and 


Charles Douglass and Mrs. Sprague. 


Mr. Douglas^was to deliver a lecture 


Wednesday night at Hillsdale African 
church, near his home, and was wait- 
ing for a carriage when talking to his 
wif«. The carriage arrived just as he 
died. 


Mrs. Douglas said that her husband 


had apparently been in the best of 
health lately and had showed unusual 
vigor for one of his years. No ar- 
rangements; she said, had been made 
for his funeral until his children could 
be consulted. 


It, is a singular .fact in-connection 


with the death of Mr. Douglass that 
the very last hours of liis life were 
given in attention to one of t-he prin- 
ciples to which he has devoted his 
energies since his escape from slavery. 
Mr. Douglass was a regular enrolled 
member of' the National Woman's Suf- 
frage association, and has always at- 
tended its conventions. 


Fred Douglass, who has been /or 


half a century assuredly in the fore- 
most ranks of the orators of his race, 
had just completed his seventy-eighth 
year, and, after his many vicissitudes, 
died, seemingly in excellent health, 
not many miles distant from the 
county, on .the eastern shore of Mary- 
land, where he was born a slave in 
February 1817. 


His early mastering of the ship car- 


penter's trade, in which he worked for 
the benefit of his owneri Col. Lloyd, 
whose name the slave bore until his'es- 
cape from slavery in 1835, assisted 
therein by William Lloyd Garrison and 
other noted abolitionists of that day, 
together with his stalwart crusade 
against slavery, and his later lecturing 
tours in Europe, and subsequent events 
before and - since the emancipation of 
slavery, gave. him a world-wide prom- 
inence that few of his race have en- 
joyed. 


These, which may be said to be a 


feature of the biographical history of 
the country, are of course widely 
known. The later incidents of his life, 
including- the official positions he has 
held as United States marshal and aft- 
erwards as recorder of deeds of this 
district, his foreign missions to Hayti 
and San Domingo and his editorial 
labors in this city madehim personally 
known/to thousands of citizens-of the 
district. 


In 1872 Fred Douglass was elected 


presidential elector at large for the 
state of New York where he was then 
residing and was appointed to carry 
the1 vote of the state to Washington. 


Of ^recent years he has always been 


prominent in all movements having- in 
view the social and political advance- 
ment of women, and. no later than 
Tuesday afternoon was a welcome atj 
tendant at the session of the Woman's 
National council, where he was hon- 
ored with a seat on the platform. 


Fred Douglass was married twice, 


his second'"wife bein? .Miss Pitts, a 
white woman, from New York state, 
who was a clerk in the recorder's office 
while he held that position. -This for 
a time lost him. some caste among the 
people of his own race, but his per- 
sonal standing and overpowering in- 
tellectually 
quickly disjsipated 
the 


sentiment..

He was one of the most distinguished- 


looking men that appeared on the thor- 
oughfares of the capital. 
He was 


kindly disposed to all, courteous and 
of gentle bearing, and by all alike, 
white and black, or of whatever creed, 
religion or race, the news of his death 
will be met with only genuine regret.

Garbage Cremation. 


Sixty towns in England have estab- 


lished"crematories for the burning of 
garbage, which is altogether the most 
scientific solution of a problem which 
Mas exercised the sanitarians of the 
world for half a century. It is strange 
that a method adopted by housewives 
from time immemorial should only 
now have .given a hint to the one 
safe and practical way of handling dis- 
ease-breeding refuse. In a tract writ- 
ten as far back as 1830, by a woman 
whose name does not appear, it is rec- 
ommended that "all household rem- 
nante" should be "roasted upon the 
clear fir« of the kitchen, together with 
a handful of table salt." The modern 
range will devour almost, if not quite, 
all of the germ-producing garbage of a 
family. Ashes and other mineral resi- 
due can be safely used for filling in 
and other similar purposes; but it is a 
fallacy to suppose that animal and veg- 
etable matter can be^rendered innocu- 
ous by burying beneath a thin stratum 
of soil—an assertion frequently re- 
peated on high, though antiquated, 
authority. It is now known that the 
germs developed in decaying substances 
will work thoir way upward through 
several feet of soil, more especially if 
subjected to infiltration of water from 
the surface. -Experiments made with 
samples taken from earth covering ani- 
mal refuse, after the hard frost of a 
winter developed bacilli full of activity. 
Burning appears to be the only means of 
absolutely dostroj'ing1 the infection. 
Dumpinggarbage inioaharbor is one of 
the worst of stupid and unscientific 
methods. The most dangerous elements 
evolve gases which float solid matter 
upon currents and tides, casting it upon 
adjacent shores and beaches, to rot and 
infect the atmosphere for miles around. 
The boxes and barrels before dwell- 
ings, the gathering carts, the dumps 
and the scows, so familiar to Ameri- 
cans, are moditoval in their crudity. 
The English crematories reduce refuse 
to ashes, not only harmless, but very 
valuable for fertilizing purposes. The 
original cost of the furnaces is compar- 
atively small, for nothing ^rnore is re- 
quired than a sufficient draught, which 
is produced by a simple, tall chimney, 
with an iron grate to hold the fuel and 
the matter to be consumed. 
The 


fumes may not be odoriierous. but they 
are harmless, and the results'of the 
combustion are as innocuous as so 
much sand. Such crematories might 
be erected at various points jn a great 
city, without the smallest danger to 
public health. Indeed, they would be 
the beet means known 10 present sani- 
sctence to d6 away with the germ 'dis- 
eases which, are now working such 
havoc in the crowded tenenient dis- 
tricts, —Demorest,

over his heart being inflicted with a, 
penknife, with suicidal intent, he has 
an even chance for recovery.

is guarded by two policemen. 


The hospital authorities will not al- 


low anyone,to communicate with him. 
However, as the man is only conscious 
at intervals, it is probable that no con- 
nected statement regarding- the ,trag- 
edy could be obtained from- him were 
admission to the room in which he is 
confined allowed. Gentry has frequent 
periods of deliriousness, and while in 
this state he talks incoherently of 
"Madge." 


The exposure to which the murderer 


was subjected from Sunday night until 
early Wednesday morning", and lack of. 
food, have greatly weakened him, but 
the doctors think that after he shall, 
have^received sufficient stimulants this 
will be overcome. 


In case Gentry should live, it will 


probably be a week O£ more before he 
can be pronounced out, of danger. 


The police have notified the man's 


relatives, and some of them are gxpect- 
ed to visit him Wednesday.

Two Days Wlttoout Food. 


^h* F»th« H«» Be«n Sick for Two Month* 


and the Family Reduced to the Moit 


Wretched Suff«TlnK.-Ten People

Worthy Case for Charity. 


A most pitiable case of destitution 


and suffering from hunger and cold 
was brought to the attention of the 
' TIMES yesterday afternoon. Mr. W. K. 
Thompson and a TIMES reporter inves- 
tigated it and found a condition of af- 
fairs, in this one family at least, which 
would scarcely be credited by those 
who know nothing of the' misery 
and poverty existing even in such 
& prosperous 
city 
as 
Portsmouth. 


When they called the 
family was 


at 
supper. 
The father, who has 


been ill for two months, was in 
bed, while the mother and the eight 
children crowded about a table on 
which was noticed a few slices of bread 
and a small dish of potatoes, nothing 
more. 
Either of the visitors could 


have eaten every particle of food on 
the table and still felt hungry. The 
scene was one that would touch a stone 
heart, the little 
children 
unable 


to understand 
their 
condition, yet 


realizing their hunger and the inade- 
quacy of their meagre allotment to 
gratify it. The two rooms occupied by 
the family are small and barren. In 
the larger of the two were two rough 
looking beds, evidently home made, 
and a cradle, occupying most of the 
space in the room. 


The bed clothing was totally inade- 


quate, but a bright fire burned in 'the 
grate the children having gathered 
drift wood to'keep up the fire. Two 
dilapidated chairs were brought in for 
the visitors, and these with the beds, 
were the only furnishings in the room. 
The walls were cheerless and barren 
with the exception of several advertis- 
ing chromes which were tacked up 
there. There are large cracks in the 
floor-and the wind made a continuous 
draught in the room. 


The man's name is 3. H. Collins, and 


his story and that of his wife impressed 
the visitors as sincere and honest. 
They formerly lived at Clinton Furnace 
from where they moved to this city a 
few months ago. At the former place 
they were employed on a farm, the 
father and oldest son receiving each 


$100 
a year. They lived comfortably 


with this, having a little garden for 
their own use, but they were compelled 
to leave theie and came here hoping to 
find some employment Mr. Collins 
found work as a teamster for a Mr. 
Gates, receiving 75 cents a day. Mrs. 
Fields, a kind colored lady gave the 
rental of the house they occupy on Elm 
street free until they wore able to pay. 


With this amount they were able to 


live comfortably as compared with 
their condition now. 
But about two 


months ago the father foil from awagon 
spraining his back. Ho was compelled 
to take to his bed and was later taken 
with a fever. Their condition grew 
worse.every particle of food and every- 
thing of value was gone. 
Mrs. Fields 


learning of their condition appealed 
for assistance from the city and they 
have received 35 in two months from 
that source. This is all they havo had 
to live on during that time. 
They are 


without relatives 
or 
friends who 


would help and have been actually 
starving. 


The father has been without medical 


• attendance or care and has 
suffered 


without any of the delicacies or com- 
forts which mitigate the suffering of 
the sick among those bettor situated. 


Two of the boys who are .able to 


work have applied at a number of 
places unsuccessfully and the distresed 
family wore almost drived to despair. 
The father says he has never loafed a 
day in his life when able to work and 
the boys are now willing and anxious 
to work. 


It is a case where charity would be 


well placed and appreciated. At the 
supper table at Mrs. Thompson's last 
evening the visitors told what they had 


they are not in need. Any charita"bly 
inclined reader who may wish to help 
these sufferers may inquire either of 
Mr. Thompson or at the TIMES office;
